AN 

ORDINANCE 

to proiiide for the vesting of corlain properties belonging to the States of 
Mangrol and Manavadar in Kathiawar in the Managers of the said States. 

WHEREAfl the ftdrniniRtmtion of tlie Stales of MangroLa.nd Manavadar has 
been taken over by the. Central (lovernment; 

And -WHERKArt an emergency hiiR arisen which makes i( necessary to provide 
for the vesting of certain properties belonging to the said States in the Managers 
i.hareof appointed by or on behalf of the Central Government and for certain 
matiturs incidental thereto; 

Now, TiTEiiEFORE, ill evercise of the powers conferred by section 42 of the 
Govermnent of India Act, 1035 (26 Ceo. 5, c. 2), the Governor General is 
pleased to make and promulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (I) This Ordinance may be called the 
Mangrol and Manavadar (Admiiiistraiion of Property) Ordinance, 1948. 

(?) It shall come into force at once. 

2. definition. — In this Ordinance, “Manager” means the Mari‘Ager for the 
time beirig of the State,®! 'Mangrol or the State of Manavadar, as the ease may 
be, appointed by or'.On behalf of the. Central Government. 

3. Vesting of property in Manager.— Notwithstanding anything contained in 
raiy other law for tlie time being in force or in any instrument or other docu- 
ment M'hatsoevei', the properties described in the Schedule, which stand in 
ihe name of the Sheikh of Mangrol or in the name of the Khan of Manavadar, 
whether in his personal capacity or as the legal representative of any deceased 
persoTi or in any other oapocity, or the Begum Sahiban Eatma or of any 
karbhari or other officer of IMangrol or Manavadar in his official oapaoity or in 
the names of more than one of them, shall be deemed to have vested and *1- 
wave to have been vested on and from the Tst day of November, 1947, as 
follows, namely; — 

(a) if fhe pjoperfies are included in Part I of the Schedule, then in the 
Manager of the. Slate of Mangrol, and 

(h) if the pioperties are included in Part TI of the Schedule, then in the 
Manager of the Tiilukii of Manavadar. 

4. Powers of Manager. — The Manager shall have and exercise, in relation 
to properties vesfed in him under seefion .=1, all the rights, powers and authority 
whir’ll a full owner has or exercises in relation to his own property. 
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5. Payment to Manager to he a discharge of obligations.— Any payment 

niiide to the Manager of Mangrol or ]VI.yiiftvadar, as the case nia.y be, 
discharge of any of tlie obligations in relation to any of the properties deBcribed. 
in the Schedule shall bo a full diHcbarge to tbe person or nubborily mailing the 
payment from all liability in, reapeot of such payment. i 

6. Issue of duplicate securities. — (1) Wbore for any reason any of the Gov- 
ernment aeciu’itieB t-loscribcd in tbe Schedule is not in the custody of the 
Manager in whom it has vested under the provisions ot this Ordinance, the 
Manager may make an application to tbe Reserve Bank of India for the issue 
of a duplicate security in lieu thereof. 

(2) Wboti an application under snb-soction (1) has boon made, then, not- 
withstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being in loroe, 
the Heservo Hank of India sluill issue a dnplii-ato security to the Mann.gor as 
if the original security bad been lost. 

(3) Any duplicate security issued, under the proTisiona of this section shall 
have the same effect as if it bad been iasuod under section 11 of the Publici, 
Debt (Gentral Govemmenlj) Act, 1944 (XVlll of 1944). 

7. Transfers otherwise than by Manager void. — Any transfer or other dis- 
position of any property duaoribed in tlie Schedule made on or after the Ist 
day of November 1947, by any person other than the Alanager or without his 
ttoneent shall bo, and shall always be deemed to have been, void and of no 
effect. 

8. Power to call for information. — (1) Where the Central Government is of 
opinion tJiat any person is in po,sse8sion of any property which belongs to the 
State of Mangrol or Manavadar, it may, by notice in writing, require such per- 
son to furnish buoH information as it may consider necoasary for the purjioae 
of doterinininp wltetbcr thu property is property belonging to the State uf 
Mangrol or Manavadar, as the ease may be. 

(2) If any person to whom a notice is sent under sub-section (1) fails to 
(vimply therewith ho shall bo piiniHliable with impriaotiment which may extend 

three months or with fine whieh may extend to one thousand rnpees or wil/h 
Ixith. 

9. Bar of jurisdiction of Oourt. -(I) No Court shall have jurisdiction to en- 
tertain iwiy civil or criminal proceeding in relation to any of the properties 
described in tlio S«hodulo or to enforce any liability in respect thereof save at 
the instance of the Manager. 

fv) Nothing in this .sectiori shall be deemed to prohibit tlic submi.s.siofi by 
any person other than the Mann.gcr of any claim in relation to any such pro- 
perty to the Central Governmeiil , .and the decision of the Central Govornmenif 
on .such claim shall be final a.iid sludl not he called in qucslion in any Oourli. 

10. Power of the Central Government to add to the Schedule. — (7) Tho'^ 
Central Government may. from timo to time, by notification in the official 
Gn7:ette, amend or alter flic Schedule. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the gonoralily of the foregoing 
power, the Central GoveTrirncnt may, by notification ns aforesaid, add to the 
items of property included in Parts I and fl of the Schedule anv other item 
which in its opinion reprcsenl.a proyierty belonging to the State of MnngTol or 
Manavadar, as the case niay he, and on the issue of such ontification any pro- 
perty B))ccifiod in the notification slinll he deemed to be and always to have' 
been included in Part I or Part IT of the Schedule, as the case mav be. 

11. Protoctlou of action taken under Ordinance. — No suit, proseoution or 
other legal proceeding shall lio against the Central GovernTneut, the Peserve 
Bank of India, any hank or company mentioned in the. Schedule, or tlio*- 
Manager or any other person for nuythiug which is in good faith done or in- 
tended to ba done in pursuance of any of flic provisions of this Ordinance.
